Refusal of the Banks to Advance Funds for 
Speculation Causes a Sharp Break—Stocks 
Go Down at a Furious Rate—The Move- 
ment Continued This Morning—Scenes of 
the Wildest Excitement on the Stock 
Exchange—Failure of L. Marx & Co.—The 
Market Recovering. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATcH. 

NEW YORK, December 15.—When the chair- 
man of the Stock Exchange sounded the hour 
for closing business at 8 o’clock yesterday he 
gave relief to many demoralized members. 
Nothing, it seemed, but the imperative rule of 
the exchange that all trading must cease at 
8 o’clock could have allayed the excitement 
which prevailed, At that hour money was 
ruling at 20 per cent and 59 stocks had de- 
clined from 12% cents to $22.50 per 
share. The excitement was intense 
and last night many were fearful that 
to-day would bring forth continued ex- 
citement and further declines. Not- 
withstanding the big fallin prices there were 
no failures announced, and this was the one 
bright spot in the situation. One day last 
week it is said Jay Gopld remarked to Addison 
Cammack, who called upon him to discuss the 
situation, that the bull movement of the past 


few weeks was ‘‘the wildest speculation’’ he 
had ever seen. The facts probably warrant 
this description of the movement. There had 
been a most extraordinary advance. The 
vatural order of — was apparantly re- 
versed. Dividend-paying stocks were com- 
paratively neglected and securities of bank- 
rupt companies, of corporations in the course 
of reorganization and of concerns of 
which little was known or could be 
found out becamethe craze. Reading boomed, 
New Tork & New Eastern shot up like A 
rocket to come down like a stick. Richmond 
& West Point Terminal, o company which was 
deemed to bea squeezed lemon, fit only to be 
thrown aside, began to show signs of life, and 
its stock experienced a remarkable advance. 
The advance in some cases ranged from 10 to 
50 per cent. The dealings in the Stock Ex- 
change became enormous. One day the deal - 
ings amounted to 72,000 shares, possibly the 
largest on record. The speculative fever be- 
came contagious and spread to oil, to mining | 
stocks, to wheat and cotton. 

The transactions at the Produce, Cotton and 
Coffee Exchanges within the past two weeks 
have been the heaviest in years. One day 

,000,000 bushels of wheat were sold. Last 
week the dealings in stocks, wheat, cotton, 
and coffee represented an exchange ‘ot $600, - 
000,000. This enormous business could never 
have been handled without the system of bank 
clearances and margin deposits. The advance 
in prices, however, made the banks very con- 
servative, and they have become very partic- 

ular about the securities accepted as collateral 
tor loans. Certain stocks which had experi- 
enced big advances have been, it is said, 
thrown out altogether by banks, and for the 
past two or three days it has been difficult to 
procure money for the purposes of stock 
speculation. At the close yesterday it was 
said that it was almost impossible to obtain 
money even at the amonnt bid, 20 per cent. 

Opinions differed as to the causes of the de- 
cline and the prospects of the fucure. Some 
said it was a ‘‘healthy reaction.“ Others 
attributed it to successsful manipulation.

MAD BALLET GIRLS. 


DAMAGE SUITS THREATENED AGAINST THE 
NATIONAL OPERA COMPANY. 


The Discharged Dancers Arrive in New York 
and Tell Their Grievances — Manager 
Locke Excited and Denies Some Ugly 
Rumors—Madison Square Garden Sold— 
Plans of the Purchasing Syndicate—The 
Scott Recitals — Mendelssohn Quintette 
Club’s Concert—Ar Operatic Combination 
—Dramatie News. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
New Tonk, December 15.—The ballet girls 
and chorus people, thirty-two in all, dis- 
charged by the management of the National 
Opera Company in Chicago Saturday night, 
arrived here early yesterday morning. They 
were forty-eight hours on the road in a sec- 
ond-class car. They are very vehement in 
their complaint against the company, which 
willbetaken into thecourts to-day by the 
Italian Consul. Three of the people dis- 
charged took leading parts tn the ballet. Two 
of them, Adele De Simoni and Luigia Sonovei- 
sia, are stopping with Mr. Rebeechino, where 
they will remain until they can get money 
enough to pay their passage to Italy. None 
of the discharged people can speak a word of 
English. Mr. Rebeechino who told their 
story said that afterthe performance Satur- 
day at Chicago the girls received a letter in- 
closing $10, half a week’ssalary for the poorest 
paid people. The letter read as follows: 
AMERICAN OPERA — 4 
CHICAGO, December 11. 

DEAR Pursuant to the sixth rule appended to 
and forming a part ofthe contract beSween yourself 
and the American Opera Company (limited) I have to 
inform you that your employment under that con- 
tract is terminated and your services no longer re- 
quired. Very truly yours, CHARLES E. LOCKE.

which we had received and were told the 
next morning that we must go at once to New 
Tork and there call on Mr. Eaton.

M’GLYNN’S SUSPENSION.

Michael Davitt Believes That the Priest Will 
Get Justice. 


New Tonk, December 15.—The Irish World 
this morning prints an interview with Michael 
Davitt on the call to Rome of the Rev. Dr. 
McGlynn, in which he says among other 
things: ‘‘Dr. McGlynn ought, both as a priest 
and as a social reformer, to proceed to Rome 
in obedience to Cardinal Simeoni’s summons, 
and prove that asa minister of the Church he 
has taught no heresy, either in religion or in 


morale, contrary to the doctrines of our faith, 
and that his views upon social problems are 
not only consonant with the dictates of justice 
and truth, but are more calculated 
to win millions of the toiling masses into har- 
mony with religion than to antagonize any 
appreciable number of te yy men. 
Rome may appear, at first, to be prejudi 

her views, but, as she is slow to pronounce 
upon issues submitted to her, the chances al- 
ways are that ber decision will be a just one. 
Cardinal Simeoni’s opinions are not to be 
taken as the verdict of Rome by any means. 
The good Cardinal is probably suffering yet 
from the bad attack of Land League nightmare 
which oppressed him some three years 
ago, when he ran a tilt against our 
movement in Ireland, and was  awak- 
ened with a rude shock which will 
cause him to hesitate before interfering again 
in Irish national politics. When I was in 
Rome last year I learned that Dr. McGlynn 
had been reprimanded by Cardinal Simeoni 
so far back ag 1882 for his outspoken utter- 
neces in this city in defense of the Land 
eague. Iam confident that if Dr. McGlynn 


goes tothe Eternal City on this mission he 


will achieve a victory as complete as that which 
the Archbishop of Cashel and Dublin have al- 


ready secured there against English intrigue 
and misrepresentation.’’ 


THE SUSPENSION. 
Upon the question of Archbishop Corrigan’s 


suspension of Dr. McGlynn, Mr. vitt would 
not express an opinion, but continued: ‘‘Rome 
can no more be guilty of the injustice or stu- 
pidity of condemning the advocates of the doc- 
trine that there cannot, in justice or in reason, 
be private property in land—the sense in which 
Mr. George opposes it—than she can now ven- 
ture to support the doetrine ot private prop- 
erty in buman beings. The propaganda 
may incline more to the octrine of 
private property in land than to the Geor- 
Klan theöry, but even such pronouncement 
will have no binding force ee any single 
Catholic throughout world. It will be no 
ex-cathedra pronunciamento coming from the 
Supreme Pontiff upon an article of faith, but 
a declaration embodying the views and opin- 
ions of eminent ecclesiastics who are just as 
liable to err upon & litical or economic 
problem as other fallible mortals.

MISERABLE ATTENDANTS. 


Dr. Stevens’ Opinion of the Insane Asylum 
Nurses—Low Percentage of Cures. 


Dr. Chas. W. Stevens, formerly Superintend- 
ent ot the Insane Asylum, and at present Con, 
suiting Physician to the institution, was asked 
by a reporter of the Post-DISPATCH his opin- 
ion of the system under which the asylum is 
run. ‘‘I think there are grave faults in the 
system, he said, and bad purposed writing 
something about it.’’ 

What is the most glaring fault?’’ 


The attendants are appointed by a power 
outside of the asylum, and although they 
know the Superintendent may discharge them, 
his power is not absolute, as there is another 
authority to which they may appeal. The 
Health Commissioner makes the appoint- 
ments, and they may be made without regard 
to the fitness of the person. As was stated in 

our paper the other day, the Commissioner 
s himself hampered in making good appoint- 
ments, being unable to appoint persons who 
have not lived in the.city more than two years. 
This restriction was put upon him for political 
purposes, and it has caused the asylum to 
lose the services of competent men who have 
come here from other cities well indorsed by 
r of other asylums seeking em- 

loyment here are men who make car- 
ng for the insane a business, and as the 
salaries paid at this asylum are larger than are 

5 in almost any other asylum in the coun- 

ry, such men would be attracted here if it 
were not for that prohibition upon the ap- 
pointing power. There are four principal 
male attendants who receive 0 and 
the other males receive $28 per month 
and their board. The four principal 
female attendants are paid $27 per month and 
the other females $25. In other asylums the 
salaries average $15 or $18 amonth, and insome 
much below that figure.’ 

„What is the character generally of the at- 
tendants?’’ 

Tho less said about the male attendants the 
better. Ido not mean to condemn them all. 
There are several as good as I could wish 
under any circumstances, but many of them

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LABOUCHERE’S CABLE BUDGET OF SOCIAL 
\ AND CLUB GOSSIP. 


A FORMAL AFFAIR. - 


The Queen Refuses to Open Parliament in 
Person—Disciplining Prince Henry of Bat- 


Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, December 15.*-{Copyright, 1886].—I 
am enabled to announce that the Queen has 
positively decided not to open Parliament in 
person next montb. This is a very inaus- 
picious commencement tothe jubilee year, 
and it will considerably astonish the imagin- 
ative scribesin the daily papers, who inti- 
mated her Majesty's inte nti on to open Par lia; 
ment with all the elaborate ceremonial which 
was observed till 1861. The Queen had origi- 
nally proposed to open Parliament with the 
semi-state ceremonial of last year, Dut 
her Majesty has thought fit suddenly 
to change her mind, to the great 
annoyance of her Ministers. I hear 
that the object of Lord Salisbury’s visit to 
Windsor last week was to make an effort to in- 
duce her Majesty to attend, but she has abso- 
lutely refused todo so, and the opening on 
the 13th will be merely a formal affatr. 

DISCIPLINING PRINCE HENRY. 

The galley slave laboring at his oar was 
never subjected toa more rigorous discipline 
than the Prince Henry of Battenberg. He 
went to Dover on Tuesday week to meet his 
brother, Prince Alexander, returned to Lon- 
don with him, and after dining together at 
Buckingham Palace, they went to the Drury 
Lane. It would haye naturally been expected 
that Prince Henry would have slept in town 
and accompanied his brother to Windsor the 
nextday. But this was not permitted, imper- 
ative orders having been given that he was not 
to sleep out. So he had to hurry to Padding- 
ton in order to catch the late train to Windsor. 

A PRIVATE CHRISTENING. 

The christening of the Battenberg infant is 
to be as quiet and private as possible. There 
has been trouble about the sponsor since 
Prince Alexander was announced to be one. 
and they are certainly notastrong lot. Under 
other circumstances the Prince of Wales and 
the German Crown Prince would be on the 
list, but for obvious reasons they can not now 
associate themselves closely with the func- 
tion. The Queen’s invincible resolution to 
parade the Battenberg connection in every 
possible way is embarrassing both to the 
Ministers and the royal family, and such un- 
seasonable demonstration will only com- 
promise Prince Alexander himself. Noth- 
ing on earth will now persuade people 
abroad that he was not an English agent. 
But the Russians need not inveigh 


against English gold. The days of Mr. Pitt's 
subsidies have passed away forever, and how- 
ever ardent the Queen may be to serve Prince 
Alexander, lam quite sure that her rye 
zeal will net so far carry her away as to in- 
duce her to present him with a — check on 
her bankers. It is lucky ſor Prince Henry that 
his marriage had taken place before his elder 
brother burst up, or Prince Alexander might 
1 have obtained what the late John 

rown termed a fine landing in the hand of 
Princess Beatrice. It would not surprise me 
to learn shortly that the Queen had arranged 
for his marriage with the Princess Irene of 
Hesse. Why on earth is Prince Alexander de- 
scribed in the official court circulars as of 


Buigaria?’’ Of course this is done by 
the Queen's orders, and although the 
public may not take notice of it 


such irregularity is regarded as sicnificant in 
court and diplomatic circles. The Queen was 
anxious that Prince Alexander should have an 
elaborate reception in London, but Lord 
Salisbury protested against anything of the 
sort, and hear that the Prince of Wales 
hastened his visit to Lutenhoe in order that he 
might be out of the way. Lord Iddesleigh, 
having at last got away to Devonshire, will be 
able to excuse himself without difficulty from 
meeting Prince Alexander. The Queen was 
prevailed upon to postpone her intention of 
iving the Garter to ince Alexander of 
attenberg, but she has cormsoled herself by 
advancing him to the highest grade in the 
Order of the Bath and he is now placed in the 
military division—an arrangement which has 
exceedingly displeased the Prince of Wales and 
which will inevitably give offense at St. Pe- 
tersburg and at Berlin, asithas always been 
the custom to place honor Knights of the 
Grand Crossin the civil division, except under 
very exceptional circumstances. 
The German Emperor and the Crown Prince 
are, of course, in the — division, but 
there is no adequate reason why Prince Alex- 
ander of Battenberg should have joined them 
therein. 
THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF BADEN. 
The Crewn Prince and Priacess of Baden 
have gone to pass the winter at Cannes. They 
have taken the Chateau des Tours for six 
months. The Crown Prince is in very delicate 
health and his condition naturally causes very 
gregt anxicty at Carisruhe and Berlin. He was 
married about a year ago to the Princess Hilda 
of Nassau, the greatest heiress in Europe, and 
the marriage, which was negotiated by the 
King of Sweden, was regarded in Germany as 
Aslan thatthe Duke of Nassau was at last to 
be reconciled with the court of Berlin. It the 
Crown Prince dies without issue, all the ad- 
vantages of the match will be lost to the royal 
family of Baden, as the Princess’ fortune will 
revert absolutely to herself, and a woman 80 
handsome and so richly dowered would almost 
certainly marry again. 
THE QUEEN'S SENSE OF MORALITY. 
A Tory contemporary announces that the 
Queen's sense of morality is so accute that 
during the continuance of the Oampbell 
divorce case the dally papers have been for- 
bidden to enter the precincts of Windsor 
Castle. This isastupid invention, being ab- 
solutely destitute of any foundation whatever, 
No such order has been given by her Majesty, 
and itis hard thatsuch ludicrous aberrations 
should be attributed to her.

NEw YORK, December 25.—A special from 
Washington tothe Tribune says: When John 
Sherman was Secretary of the Treasury he be- 
gan an energetic and systematic investigation 
of the great frauds upon the revenue which 
were going on. He sent a number of special 
agents abroad, and had. searching inquiries 
made into every branch of trade. His policy 
has been maintained ever since and has saved 
many hundreds of thousands of dollars to the 
Treasury. Among the present special agents 
is W. H. Osborn, a man eapecially expert 
in the cutlery trade. Last summer he 


was sent abroad through England and Ger. 
many on a mission of inquiry into undervalua- 
tions. He has made a series of important re- 
ports. The last one, which completes his 
work, reached the Department early this 
month. It deais with the passage of fraudu- 
lently undervalued and classified merchandise 
through the public stores at New York, and 
presents not only charges against prominent 
cutlery importers in New York, but makes
